“May I not say that it ie amazing 
to me that any group of people 
should be eo ill-informed as to sup- 
pose, asf some groups tin Russia ap- 
suppose, that any reforms 
Planned in the interest of the people 
can live in the presence of a Ger 

y powerful enough to under- 
mine or overthrow them by intrigue 
or force. Any body of free men 
that compounds with the present 
German government is compounding 
for ite own destruction. But that 
ie not the whole of the story. Any 
man in America, or anywhere elve 
who suppeses that the free industry 
and enterprise of the world can con- 
tinve if the Pan-German plan is 
achieved and German power fast- 
ened upon the world, ts as fatuous 
as the dreamers of Russia. 

“What I am opposed to is not 
the feeling of the pacifists, but their 
stupidity. My heart is with them, 
but my mind has a contempt for 
them. I want peace, but I know 
how to get it and they do not. 

“You will notice that I sent a 
friend, Col. House, to Europe, who 
ie as great a lover of peace as any 
man in the world; but I did not 
send him on a peace mission; I sent 
him to take part in a conference as 
to how the war its to be won, and 
he khows, as I know, that is the 
way to get peace, if you want it for 
more than a few minutes.

MeDonald left the chair to argue 
that the Chief be not diemiieed 
without a heariag, and Hdward 
Iferan, candidate for Trustee at the 
coming recall election, teok the 
floor to declare that Trustees Wil- 
team G. Lote, atither of the @temis- 
eal motion, ie not legally a Trustee. 

The dismissal of Chief Reynolds, 
which hase been expected for several 
weeks, came after the hag routine 
of business, which included a prepo- 
sition from W. C. Mushet, Row at- 
diting the Venice books for the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, to tnetall an 
up-te-date system of book-keeping 
end condect for a month, dbegin- 
ning January 1, nest. for $1008; 
the withdrawal of J. N. Smith's re- 
Quest that he be dropped from the 
recall election candidates, as he had 
now dectied to run, and the pro- 
posal of the City Attorney, Charities 
W. Leen, that the board nominate 
another member to its membership, 
te serve until ejection day, Novem- 
ber 27. This wae advisable sald the 
attorney, as tn the event of the re- 


eomary. if the beard had not ap- 
inted a successor within thirty 
aye from the date of resignat 
October T2-—te call an election for 
a successor. 
To save the city this expense, it 
was moved to appoint this successor 
at next Monday's meeting. He thus 
will serve only at one meeting, that 
of November 24, as the election 
comes the following day. 
Luts then made a motion 
that Reynolds be removed, which 
Was seconded by R. B. Harris, the 
Trustee recently appointed to fill 
the vacancy  sased by the resigna- 
flon of Myron J. Carr. 
REYNOLDS DEFENDED. 

Harrie took the chair at the re- 
quest of Acting Mayor McDonald, 
who made a flery speech in defense 
of the Chief, whom he declared to 
be his friend and whom he believed 
to be absolutely square. For a quar~- 
ter of an hour he argued that a 
bearing be given Chief Reynolds be- 
fore his diemiasal was decided upon, 
accused the author of the motion 
of personal motives and called upon 
the entire board to uce substan- 
tial evidence why olds should 
be removed. 

Trustee McDonald declared that 
if there were anything against the 
Chief it was the duty of the Trustee 
who asked for his dismissal to take 
it before the grand jury and also to 
lay it before the Trustees: but that 
so far as he Was aware, nothing of 
the sort had been done. He de- 
Clared that when Chief Reynolds 
had recently asked for the revoce- 
tion of the special police license held 
by Capt. George Chisholm of the 
Kinney company, on the ground 
that this officer had refused to co- 
operate with the Venice police, 
Trustee Lutz was the firet to de- 
mand that thie should not be done 
without a hearing. 

“Surmmarily to diemiss the head 
of the police department without 
giving nim a chance to be heard is 
cowardly, and coming just at this 
time when the man who moves for 
his dismissal is a candidate and we 
ere on the eve of an election, ft 
savors strongly of politics,” declared

DRAMA. 


By Henry Christeen Warnack. 

To haye died without having lived 
~~never the fields, never the stars, 
a wild flower from a wind-biown 
seed, shedding more fragrance ovéT 
your grave than your whole life 
held. That i# the fate of the many, 
and that tis the fret picture your 
mind will conjure from “Erstwhile 
Busan,” the comedy in which Hen- 
rietta Crosman is starring at the 
Mason this week. The utterly sordid 
——mo wings, no light, no stir that 
makes the soll buret with the lily 
bud. And then the miracle when 
once touched by_a little joy, when 
once brushed by beauty’s hands. 

Barring two redeeming features, 
“Pretwhile Sosan” -would stand in 
condemnation, no matter how much 
one enjoyed tt. These saving graces 
are the manner in which Miss Croe- 
man chooses to interpret it and the 
fect that the incongruous 
playlet laughs over the head of a 
Pennsylvania Dutch colony at all 
society. You see, there i« as much 
refined sordidness as there is sordid- 
ness that is crude. We have sordid- 
ness in plush and broadcloth, sor- 
didness that has yet to learn that 
sordidness has nothing to do with 
poverty excepting poverty of brains 
an@ soul. In tte last analysis sordid- 
ness is a lack of imagination and 
ite beautiful culture. 

The play has ite man with a Iit- 
tle learning, and heaven knows that 
we have thie man in numbers drool- 
ing his misinformation and medioc- 
rity over high places 

Tt ie not the sordidness nor the 
lack of culture that gets to you #0 
closely as it t* another brutality that 
neither ignorance, poverty aor bad 
taste can ever monopolise. That 
quality is bitterness, the acid that 
eats the heart and ecorredes the 
soul. With the ignorant it bursts in 
violence, but the cultured show it 
with the ice of politeness and some- 
times with a kiss. 

This faculty that the play has of 


striking through comedy at the deepi 


roots of the venomous in human 
nature and the ugliness that pro- 
trudes ite unlovely features in many 
homes is the best part of the offer- 
ing. The woret is found in the fact 
that tnetead of being Shavian In a 
delightfully impossible situation, and 
instead of being irresponsibly whim- 
sical after the order of Shaw's 
“Caesar and Cleopatra,” or his 
“Pyemation,.” tte pattern tse shoddy 
and melodramaticaily plausible. It 
has no business making itself plausi- 
ble in a mediocre fashion. It should 
strike out boldly by planting a god- 
dessa tn a pig sty. allowing her ‘he 
full mirth of the situation. Miss 
Crosman acts tt like that, but the 
story and its bad presentation re- 
fuses to bear her out. It Insists up- 
on making her tawdry and cheap 
in spite of the queenty mind and 
brilliant wit that plave ft exactly as 
she carried off Katherine in “The 
Taming of the Shrew.” Miss Croa- 
man's fine acting deserves a richer 
setting than the plav affords, but her 
sparkling personality runs through 
it like a singing brook and her sup- 
port is acceptable and sometimes 
rises to the height of supertor act- 
ing. Tt in a play that ts spotty, but 
one that te heartily entovable. es- 
pecially With the presence of ase 
wonderful a comedienne.

MUSICAL. 


By Jeanne Redman. 


A large and brilliant audience, the 
most splendid of the sqason, at the 
Auditerium last evening heard the 
La Scala Grand Opera Company in 

“La Tosca,” the first performance of 
their two weeks’ engagement in this 
city. Bester Ferrabini, as Tosca, is 
exceedingly beautiful te look upon, 
and is a fascinating actress, as well 
as an artistic singer. Her voice, of 
the purest soprano quality, is never- 
theless warm and sympathetic, and 
her middie range is luscious and 
appealing. 

Tall, slender, with smooth black 
hair and magnificent eyes, she held 
the audience from the moment of 
her appearance upon the stage, when 
she fliirte so delightfully with Cava- 
radossi, her lover, until the climaz 
of her leap from the battlements to 
her death, which fs preferable te 
life without love. Her second act, 
in Scarpio’s palace, was a tremen- 
dous piece of acting, and her re- 
straint was remarkable. From the 
beginning, she had her voice ané 
ber mental attitude well In control. 
Bearplo, the villainous chief of po- 
lice who makes all the trouble for 
La Tosca, was well sung. and well 
presented by Marie Vaile, who has 
a voice of fine quality. and made a 
splendid appearance in his bdiac¥ 
satin and his red-fringed sash. 

Cavadarossi, the unfortune lever 
of la Tosca, was adequately done 
by Grudenzi, whose voice is a tenor 
of balance, and which lacks nothing 
in fire. In fact, the entire troupe ts 
vivid and replete with action. There 
are no moments of duliness and 
casual acting. The part of the tenor 
might have been considered over- 
colored if a tenor who has been sen- 
tenced to an unjust death could be 
anything else. 

There ts no overture to Tosca. 
Three somber chords, the motif of 
Searpia, and the curtain rises up- 
on the church interior. The first act 
is almost entirely made up of dia- 
logue, sonorous and melodious, with 
a duet for Tosea and her lover, in 
which occurs the beautiful “Non ld 
Sospire,” for Tosea, interrupted by 
the entrance of the people to cele- 
brate a victory over Napoleon. There 
is a finale of great dramatic power, 
in which Scarpia sings his tremen- 
dous soliloquy against the booming 
of cannon, the ringing of bells, the 
peals of the organ and the singing 
of “Te Deum” by the choristers. 

The second act offers Ferrabini 
her great opportunity in her sing- 
ing of the famous and beloved “Vissi 
a’ Arte,”” and her murder of Scarpia. 
She is exquisitely beautiful, and her 
gowns are charming, the lovely em- 
gt effects of the Empire pe- 


The choral climax of the first set 
was thrilling and evoked salvos of 
applause. 


“La Tosea” is unquestionably Puc- 
cint’s strongest work, although it is 
not new so popular as “La Boheme” 
or “Madame Butterfly.” “La Tosca”

But apply the reasons for con- 
centration of industry, as cited below, and 
where has the New England country the 
advantage over us? 

First, nearness to raw material, includ- 
ing fuel: New England must go outside 
of her own territory for the bulk of her 
fuel—every Soutbern California Coast coun- 


rope, Siberia, Australia, Mexico and the 


west coast tountries of South America com- 
bined. Now that European countries are 
out of the manufacturing field for years to 


Biberia—a vast country which will soon be- 
come an important market for many artl- 
cles of Pacific Coast manufacture. 

Third, water power: A government re 

port of “Electric Power Development in the 
United States” states that the minimum 
potentia] water horse power for all New 
England is 806,000 and the maximum 1,608,- 
000. Water Supply Paper 234 of the Geo- 
logical Survey gives the minimum water 
horse power of the San Joaquin Valley as 
760,000, with a maximum of 3,140,000. By 
adding together the power resources of the 
San Joaquin district and the southwestern 
slope of thd Sierras, both regions now con- 
tributing power to the coast counties of 
Southern California, the advantage in sup 
ply for electrical energy is seemingly large 
ly in our favor. The primary horse power 
used in the metropolitan district of Boston 
for the year 1909 was 223,825, or about the 
same as our municipal system will give us 
when completed in all its phases. With 
this power the Boston district turned out 
goods, the same year, to the value of $564,- 
054.506. The energy supplied by our own 
city system is aleo about the same as the 
minimum derived from the Connecticut 
Riv¥er—the largest river of New England. 
' Pourth, favorable climate: This point 
goes, without discussion, to Southern Call- 
fornia as compared with the New England 
district. 

Fifth, momentum of an early start:
